C an ad a’s naval policy has been 
under discussion for some time. 
It 
recent Iv was capped by a report ot 
Admiral Viscount Jellicoe, invited 
by the dominion governm ent 
to 
make a report on C anada’s naval 
needs. 
The admiral decided in fa­ 
vor of a building program ranging 
from 5 to 25 million dollars. 
Proposals for a Canadian naval 
building program were reported to 
have been met with disfavor when 
they w ere submitted to a caucus 
of governm ent forces last Tuesday 
night. 
L ess than Half a dozen m em ­ 
bers were said to favor even 
a 
m oderate schem e of naval defense. 
The report of Admiral Jellicoe, 
tallied in the house of com m ons, 
showed that the British 
govern­ 
ment was prepared to present 
to 
Canada a fleet of ships which, at 
pre-w ar prices, would be worth 16V2 
million dollars. 
T h ree shades of opinion regard ­ 
ing C an ad a’s naval policy have been 
reflected in tho press. 
One favored 
cooperation with the British navy 
on the basis of common contribu­ 
tions; 
the second favored an in­ 
dependent Canadian navy, and the 
third favored abolishment.
